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DILLON DEMANDS JUSTICE 


JHE LONDON “TIMES” MUST 

PROVE IIS CHARGES. 

{rs PUBLISHER LIKELY TO BE CALLED 
TO THE BAR OF THE HOUSE—THE 
CHARGES VEHEMENTLY DENOUNCED. 

Lonpon, May 3.—Mr. Charles Edward 

Lewis, Conservative member for North Antrim, 

in the House of Commons this afternoon called 

the House’s attention to the breach of privilege 
committed by the London Times in an article 

charging Mr. John Dillon with having told a 

falsehood when he dented the paper’s allegations 

that he was an accomplice of Sheridan, the In- 

Vincible. In this article the Times declares that 

“Mr. Dillon in his denial had either presentéd 

to Parliament a tissue of fictions he bad never 

taken the trouble to examine or had reached 

BR yet lower depth of dishonesty. Sheridan 

was simultaneously the organizer of mur- 

derous associations and the close companion of 
the leaders of the constitutional agitation.” “ Mr, 

Dillon,” the Times article continues, “however 

convenient his memory, can hardly have suc- 

ceeded in entirely forgetting their personal re- 
lations. Mr. Dillon has been called the Chevalier 

Bayard of the Irish National League. He has 

been supposed to stand apart in public esteem 

from the rank and file of his party. What con- 
fidence can now be reposed in his disclaimers, 
which show the best of the Parnellite party to 
be destitute of that quality which Englishmen 
rightly prize above all others as an indispensa- 
ble foundation of character.” Mr. Lewis con- 
cluded as follows: “These wholesale charges of 
lying against Mr. Dillon constitute a distinct 


breach of privilege. I move that the House 
take notice of them.” 

Mr. Philip Albert Muntz, Conservative mem- 
ber for the Tamworth Division of Warwickshire, 
seconded Mr. Lewis’s motion. 

The Speaker, answering Mr. Dillon, said if the 
House decided that the article quoted by Mr. 
Lewis was a breach of privilege a motion could 
be made calling the offenders to the bar of the 
House to answer for their conduct in committiug 
the breach. 

The Right Hon. W. H. Smith, First Lord of the 
Treasury, on behalf of the Government, moved 
that the House adjourn in order that questions 
of fact might be argued. : 

Mr. Dillon said he desired to have the question 
brought to ap issue right off He denied the 
right of Mr. Lewis to take a course putting him 
pn the defensive until his accuser was brought 
to the bar of the House. When the publisher of 
the /imes, declared Mr. Dillon, stood at the bar 
he (Mr. Dillon) would prove him as base and 
cowardly a liar as ever existed. ([Parnellite 
cheers. ] 

Mr. Sexton said the Irish Party had been chal- 
lenged much lately and been taunted with not 
taking up the challenge. Now they took it up 
and insisted upon an inquiry by the House. 
[Cheers.] It was for an assembly of English 

entiemen to say whether for the future its 

rish members should be exposed to the attack 
of every rufiian calling himself the editor of a 
newspaper. The House should let the assailed 
Mmemters have an inquiry by committee. 
** Then,” said Mr. Sexton, “let the Times bring 
forward its battalions of forgers and liars. The 
Irish members will prove that they have been 
subjected to a system of moral assassination. 
They willbe able fully to justify themselves.” 
{Cheers. } 

Mr. Bradlaugh opposed Mr. Smith’s motion to 
adjourn, and charged the Government with con- 
nivinug at the offerivg of Mr. Lewis’s motion, and 
that the debate was a concerted pian to piace in 
the hands of the Conservatives weapons to as- 
in themin the passage of the odious Coercion 

iil. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that though 
ostensibly Mr. Lewis’s motion was against the 
Times it was in reality raised for the purpose of 
attacking Mr.gDillon, and was acovert method 
of accusation by one section of the House 
against another. Yet, when the Irish members 
asked for aninstant opportunity of meeting the 
cuarges it was sought by the Government to ad- 
journ the House. 

Mr. Holmes, Attorney-General for Ireland, 
denied that the motion was made with the con- 
nivance of the Government. He had never 
heard of the motion untilit was made. On be- 
half of the Government he disclaimed any inten- 
tion of postponing the debate for party pur- 
poses. if the publisher of the Times was at 
once called to the bar of the House, the House 
would be unable to hear evidence in support of 
the charges and would be required to decide the 
a ofthand. In the absence of the pub- 
lisher or other responsible persons a motion to 
adjourn forinquiry was the best way to arrive 
at the truth. [Cheers.} 

‘Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion to adjourn. 
He said Mr. Dillion had been charged with havg 
ing stated a deliberate falsehood while address- 
ing the House... If anything constituted a breach 
of privilege this wasabreach. The parties ac- 
eused demanded immediate relief. [t was im- 
pussible that the House could resist. It had 
always been the custom for the House itself to 
proceed to deal without delay with a motion 
relating to a breach of privilege afterward, in 
special cases, appointing a select committee of 
inquiry. 

A division was then taken on the motion to 
adjourn, resulting ina vote of 213 in favor of 
the motion and 174 againat it. 

Mr. Smith moved that on Thursday the House 
resume consideration of the question. Mr. Sex- 
ton moved that it be taken up to-morrow. 

Mr. Dillon demanded to know whether the ed- 
ivor of the Times would be brought to the bar of 
the House. 

Mr. Smith could only say that the usual course 
would be followed. 

It was then agreed to take the question up 
azain to-morrow. 

The close of the debate left all sides in doubt 
as to to-morrow’s developments, Mr. Lewis 
brought forward the question against the ad- 
vice of the Conservative whips, who warned 
him that it might lead to great delay in the 
piveross of the Crimes bill. The Ministerial- 

sts would like to have a committee of in- 
auiry appointed, but, foreseeing that a 
cebate over the formation of such a committee 
would block the Crimes bill, they are ready to 
let the whole question drop if the Opposition 

permit. The Ministers had a _ confer- 





ence tonight with Attorney-General Web- 
ster and Solicitor-General Clarke on the 
question whether the Government could 
aeciare to-morrow that there had been 


no breach of privilege, and that the matter 
therefore was at an end. If Mr. Smith an- 
nounced that no breach of privilege has occurred 
Mr. Gladstone is expected to appeal to the 
Speaker of the House to decide to the contrary 
and order that the publisher of the Simes must 
avow his error aud apologize. Whatever hap- 
pens the Parnellites feel voniident of scoring a 
triumph. 

An amendment to the Crimes bill that in- 
quiries into crimes be conducted by Crown law 
officers instead of by magistrates was rejected 
by a vote of 258 to 176. The Government ac- 
cepted an amendment that magistrates must be 
legally qualitied. 

The trial of the suit of St. John Brenon against 
William Ridgway, publisher, for libel, in accus- 
ing the plaintiff of being a Fenian anda former 
ally of the Invincibies, was continued to-day. 
Counsel for Mr. Ridgway stated that he was 
Unable to call witnesses who could prove his 
charges, because the disclusing of the name of 
the writer of the Black pamphlet in which the 
charges were made would endanger his life. 
Neither could be call the detective from whom 
he had obtained information to substantiate the 
allegatiogs against Mr. Brenon, because it 


would _involve a disclosure of secrets ot the 
profession. Plaintiff had been brought into 
court as a _ stalking horse for others 


who dared not appear. Counsel declared that 
the Black pamphlet was written by a Fenian, 
whose destruction woulfi be certain if his name 
became known. Mr. Brenon’s evidence showed 
that he had associated with and assisted the 
worst dynamiters in Paris. Counsel heid this to 
have proved the case against bim. The Judge 
in charging the jury said that the defendant had 
pes aesyen justitication. The jury returned a 
verdict for the plaintiff, awarding him £500 
damag¢s. 

A tiass meeting of Unionists was held at St. 
James’s Hail this evening. Admission was by 
ticket only. Homerulers were excluded. Ellis 
Asbmead Bartlett, who presided, announced the 
determination of the Conservatives to waintain 
the union at avy cost, and denouuced the Par- 
nellites as recipients of blood-smirched subsi- 
dies. Major Saunderson, speuking ona resolu- 
tion affirramg the necessity of definite public dis- 
proof by the Parnellites of the charges that 
they associate with murderers, said he hoped 
that Messrs. Labouchere aud Conybeare, when 
the Crimes bili passed, would carry out their 
threat to go to Ireland to preach sedition. ‘hey 
would then have to perform the ouly useful 
work in their lives—breakine stones and picking 
oakum.

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at a Unionist meet 
ing at Glasgow to-night, said the enthusiasm 
displayed by the gathering convinced him of 
the growth of unionism in Scotland. me og 
he had paid little attention to threats that he 
would be received with hootings and rotten 
eggs, he confessed that he had not expected 
such a hearty welcome as that which he had re- 
ceived everywhere. Referring to the Parnell- 
ites, he admitted that he had advised that they 
be taken into the conncils of the Government, 
but that, he said, was before Mr. Parnell 
rested under the burden of the present tremen- 
dous imputation, No man of honor could 
be content to meet such imputation with a sim- 
ple denial.

LONDON, May 4.—The Daily News says: 
“The country will not fail to note that it was 
the Government who shrank from an in- 
quiry last night. If, as the debate would 
seem to indicate, they refuse in spite 
of all precedents to regard the matter 
as a question of privilege, it will only be because 
they do not themselves believe the charges 
against the Parnellites capable of such proof as 
will satisfy a committee of English gentlemen.” 
‘The Post says it hopes that Mr. Lewis's motion 
will be rejected, as Parliament’s time is too pre- 
cious to waste in such discussion. 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘We can readily 
believe that the proposal is not altogether a 
welcome one to the Government. The Cabinet 
are discussing the matter, and may propose 
to refer it to a commission of Judges, 
which would be a more effctual plan than ap- 
pointing a Parliamentary committee of inquiry, 
and would save time besides. A satisfactory 
point is that the Parnellites for the first time 
have invited a searchinginvestigation. By their 
present course, however, the Parnellites expose 
themselves to the charge of shirking an inquiry 
before a British jury. Yet, whatever the out- 
come, it is to be hoped that the charges will be 
fairly faced and proved to be unfounded.”

“LOHENGRIN”. CAUSES A ROW. 
Paris, May 3.—The performance of ‘ Lo- 
hengrin,” at the Eden Theatre, this evening, was 
witnessed by a large audience, who warmly but 
quietly applauded the singers. Outside the 


theatre a large crowd, which assembled at an 
early hour, manifested a hostile feeling by hoot- 
ing and shouting “A bas Wagner!” “A bas 
Lamoureaux!” alternating with the singing of 
the “‘ Marsellaise,” and cries of “ Vivela France!” 
“Vive Armée!” 

At10 P. M. rain set in, but the crowd con- 
tinued to increase. The police gathered in force, 
expecting an affray. They cleared the street, 
arresting four persons. The crowd then took a 
new position, near the Opera House, to await 
the exit of the audience from the Eden Theatre, 
where the opera was being received with great 
enthusiasm. There were numerous fervid re- 
calls. Among the audience were MM. Floquet, 
Lockroy, Dumas, Léon Say, and other well 
known persons. The performance was over at 
1A.M. At that hour, owing to the rainstorm, 
the crowd outside had dwindled to about 40 per- 
sons, who vigorously hissed the departing audi- 
ence. 


HARD BATTLES IN AFGHANISTAN. 

LAHORE, May 3.—It is reported that the 
troops of the Ameer of Afghanistan were recent- 
ly routed near Jellalabad, that Khelat-i-Ghilzai 


has been captured, that Ghuzni is surrounded, 
and that the insurgents threaten Candahar. It 
isalso reported that in a second battle near 
Maruf the Ameer’s Colonel, Sekander Kahn, and 
400 men were killed. The insurgents suffered 
equal losses. The Governor of Herat has sent 
another demand to the Ameer for reinforce- 
ments. He states that the Russians are advanc- 
ing their posts and exciting the Afghans. Trad- 
ers arriving at Herat report that the Russians 
have removed the pillars erected by the Bound- 
ary Commission. Numbers of Russians frequent 
the bazaar at Herat. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, May 3.—The German St. 
Petersburg Gazefie says the British and Russian 
Afghan frontier delegates have refused to make 
concessious on either side and maintain a harsh 
non possumus attitude toward eachother. They 
have, the Gazetfe says, appointed to-morrow as 
the date for deciding whether the negotiations 
shall be continued or terminated. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
MANCHESTER, May\3.—The Manchester 
Exhibition was opened to-day by the Prince of 


Wales, who was enthusiastically received. The 
weather was dull during the opening ceremonies. 


BOURNEMOUTH, May 3.—The Chairman of 
the Town Commissioners at their meeting to-day 
read a letter from Mr. Daniel Manning thanking 
them for the formal welcome to Bournemouth 
which they extended to him on April 19. Mr. 
Manning’s health continues toimprove. In his 
letter of thanks Mr. Manning says that he finds 
Bournemouth a very pleasant resting place be- 
cause of its general climate, the hospitality of 
the authorities, and its good citizens. 


FLORENCE, May 3.—The body of the com- 
poser Rossini was buried to-day in the Cburch 
of Santa Croce with imposing ceremonies, Ora- 
tions were delivered by the Mayor of Flor- 
ence, the French Consul, Signor Tam- 
berlik, and others. The procession § that 
followed the funeral car to the church was 
composed of over 100 societies, representing 
various countries, and a host of distinguished 
persons. The streets through which the proces- 
sion passed were strewn with flowers. Many 
houses were draped, and flags were displayed at 
half-mast everywhero. When the cortége reached 
the church, a choir of 600 persons standing on 
the steps of the edifice, sang the prayer from 
“Mosé in Egitto.” The coffin was lowered into 
1 tomb amid many signs of sympathetic feel- 
ng. 


Lonpon, May 4.—Advices from St. Peters- 
burg state that on April 26 Nihilists set fire toa 
polics station in that city, and that eight 
policemen perished in the flames, while 
19 others were more or less injured. The day 
following a timber yard was destroyed by fire 
and several workmen and firemen were killed.

A TALK WITH MR. CARLISLE 


PRESIDENT'S COURSE 
WARMLY COMMENDED. 
EVEN NEW-ENGLAND STRONG FOR MR. 

CLEVELAND—THE GROWTH OF TAR- 

IFF REFORM IN THE WEST. 


LOvUISVILLE, Ky., May 3.—The Hon. John 
G. Carlisle arrived here yesterday from his home 
in Covington. He comes to attend the State 
Democratic Convention, of which it is generally 
understood he will be Chairman. The Courier- 
Journal this morning publishes an interview 
with him, in which he was asked whether he is 
a candidate to succeed Mr. Beck in the United 
States Senate. Mr. Carlisle replied with a frank- 
ness that was charming: ‘My relations, or 
rather my apparent relations, to the contest for 
that position have not been satisfactory to me 
for some time, and I have intended to makea 
public statement upon the subject, but no proper 
occasion has been presented, and consequently 
[have said nothing, except to a few personal 
friends. Two or three months ago I said, m 
substance, that although not a candidate for the 
oftice, I would accept it if elected by the Legis- 
lature, and would serve to the best of my ability. 
This was regarded in some quarters as an an- 
nouncement of my candidacy, while in others it 


was not so regarded. It was certainly not in- 
tended by me to convey the impression that I 
was then or would, under any circumstances, 
become a candidate, and I am glad of this op- 
ortunity to correct that impression wherever 
t may exist. [have no desire to go to the Sen- 
ate and do not want my name considered in con- 
nection with the position. In fact, [ do not 
know that it has been thought of to any con- 
siderable extent in making nominations for the 
Legislature or otherwise, but letters received by 
me from various parts of the State indicate that 
there are some who regard me as one of the 
aspirants for the place. If Iam to remain in 
public life at all, a seatin the House of Repre- 
sentatives is entirely satisfactory to me, and IL 
can serve the people there at least as well as in 
the Senate.” 

‘What do you think of the prospect for a re- 
duction of the tariff by the next Congress?’ 

“*T can only give you my opinion, so far as the 
House is concerned,” replied Mr. Carlisle. ‘‘ The 
Senate, being a Republican body, no one can say 
with accuracy what it is likely todo. I believe 
the next House will unquestionably pass a bill 
to reduce very materially the customs duties. I

do not, however, expect to see the passage of 
such a bill as the revenue-reform emocrats 
would like to have. But I think there 
will be a substantial reduction. You see, 


we have now arrived at the poimt in 
tariff agitation where a reduction of taxa- 
tion is absolutely necessary. The large 
and growing Treasury surplus makes it neces- 
sary. There is no possible way to escapeit. All 
the methods proposed in that direction are for 
the most part absurdities. The sentiment fora 
reduced tariffis growing steadily, especially in 
the Northwest. Now, coupling this growing 
sentiment with an absolute necessity for a re- 
duction, I think it requires little power of 
political prophecy to assert with confidence that 
# reduction mustcome. The bill reducing the 
tariff must be passed, however, with the help of 
Republican votes. The defection in our ranks 
caused by Mr. Randall and other protectionists 
will put it out of the power of the Democrats 
to pass a tariff revision bill, unless they 
are aided by revenue reformers from the 
Republican ranks. It will not be difficult to 
obtain a sufficient number of recruits, in my 
opinion. The Republicans in the West and 
Northwest are getting more and more nervous 
on the tariff question. In the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress all the Republican members, except one, 
from Minnesota voted for the Morrison bill. 
The gentleman who failed to vote with us was 
not re-elected. Atthe last Congress we got all 
but one of the Minnesota members, In the 
next Congress the Democrats have three mem- 
bers from Minnesota, something very unusual, 
you know. Thisindicates the growth of revenue 
reform. A Republican Senator of prominence 
and ability said to me a short time ago that the 
next Congress must do something toward reduc- 
ing the tariff or there would be an open revolt 
on the part of the people. On the whole, the 
prospect is very encouraging for the friends of 
revenue reform.” 

** Is there any likelihood that the scheme to 
renee, the internal revenue taxes will suc- 
ceed ?” 

‘*T think there will be no repeal of the internal 
taxes, and there certainly ought notto be. Yet 
it might occur in the efforts to get through 4 
bill reducing the ;tariff that some compromises 
would be made. ‘Under the circumstances, with 
ap opposition Senate, and with a division of 
opinion among Democratic Representatives, a 
compromise that was fair would be honorable. 
In such a state of affairs the tobacco tax might 
be repealed. I see Senator Sherman talks about 
reducing the tobacco tax. In my opinion, if that 
tax 1s disturbed at all, it ought to be repeaied. 
It is now 8 cents per pound, and it would look like 
trifling about small things tosimply reduce it, say 
one-half of oue-third. Itis a cherry tbat if bit- 
ten at all may as well be swallowed entirely. It 
is true that the tax yields an annual revenue of 
nearly $30,000,000. But in order to get a simi- 
lar reduction in the customs list it might be well 
to letthe tax on tobacco go. The whisky tax 
should be left undisturbed. You will find that 
those tarift reform Republicans, of whom I 
spoke a moment ago, are all opposed to repeal- 
ing the internal revenue taxes.” 

‘*T presume, Mr. Carlisle,” said the reporter, 
‘that Mr. Cleveland’s Adwinistration is now old 
enough for intelligent observers to form an esti- 
mate of it. I would be glad to know what you 
think of it.” 

* President Cleveland has given to the country 
a safe, strong, clean, and healthy Administra- 
tion. The complaints that he has not turned 
out the Republican office holders as rapidiy as 
he should are exaggerated. He has acted, as 
he honestly believed, forthe best interests of 
the country and his party, and you will find 
upon investigation that he is very strong with 
the people. He has made us a good President. 
I think he is the most industrious man I ever 
saw. He certainly works too hard, but it all 
comes from his honest desire to make his Ad- 
ministration satisfactory to himself and the 
people. Mr. Cleveland desires nothing more 
than the approval of his own conscience and 
the just commendation of the country. These 
he cannot fail to have.” 

“Is there not some just cause of complaint 
concerning his somewhat supercilious treatment 
of men who bold office under him?” 

“Rightly understood, there is not. Mr. Cleve- 
land, you must remember, held the office of 
Sheriff in Erie County, New-York, and after that 
he was Mayor of Buffalo. In both of these posi- 
tions he was brought into direct contact with his 
subordinates, who required, no doubt, careful 
attention, and in this way he acquired the habit 
of personal supervision of appointees. That 
habit, doubtless, sticks to him in some degree. 
It would be strangeif 1t did not. You see, he 
came very rapidly from the Mayoralty, through 
the Governorship, into the Presidency. No man’s 
elevation was evermore rapid. In Mr. Cleve- 
land’s case, some little time must be allowed or 
him to accustom himself tohis new surround- 
ings. 

“There is another thing I want to say about 
Mr. Cleveland. With him a candidate for re- 
election, New-England will be doubtful. You 
would be astonished to find the number of busi- 
ness men in the Republican Party in Massa- 
chusetts and all New-Englandwho are for Mr. 
Cleveland. When I was in Boston a short time 
ago, | was amazed to learn that the Republican 
members of several prominent clubs were 
practically solid for Mr. Cleveland. There is 
another guod thing, too, about those mugwumps, 
as we call them. They are nearly all tariff- 
reformers. If they are properly cultivated they 
will not be long getting into the Democratic 
Party, where they will be mugwumps no longer, 
but just as good Democrats as the rest of us,”

WANTS HER MONEY FROM THE 
NATIONAL OPERA COMPANY. 

San Francisco, May 3.—The National 
Opera Company is in serious trouble. Mme. 
Pauline L’Allemand is outonastrike and no 
member of the company has achieved such a 
distinct success in this city as she. She has 
found favor where Juch failed to please, and as 
& prima donna her popularity in San Fran- 
cisco is already an _ established fact. 
Last night the Opera House was crowd- 
ed, the largest audience of the season 


being present to witness the first production of 
“Nero.” Although the name of Mme. L’Alle- 
mand was on the programme, she did not ap- 
pear; and, as no one took her place, the char- 
acter assigned to her was necessarily omitted. 
To-day it was town talk that the favorite so- 
prano had refused to sing because the National 
Opera Company had not paid her the money 
which she had earned. It was even asserted 
that the arrears of salary due her amounted to 
quite a large sum. ‘ 

The events of this afternoon prove that con- 
siderable foundation exists for those rumors. 
The bill for to-night was “Martha,” in which 
L’ Allemand was to play the leading part of Lady 
Harriet. Many seats had been sold on the 
strength of this announcement, and the evening 
pabers contained no hint of a change of pro- 
gramme. It is a fact, however, that owing to 
the refusal of L’Allemand to sing, even after the 
stage had been set for the first act of “‘ Martha,” 
the management determined to substitute 
the — of “Orpheus and Eurydice.’’ The 
stage hands swore at the extra work neces-

house it was reported that L’Allemand was 
sick. This statement, however, was made with 
a significant smile. Her lawyer was seen with 
Manager Locke about 6 o’clock this evening, and 
there was talk of a compromise being effected. 

At 7:30 P. M. it was stated that the opera for 
to-night would be ‘Martha,’ as at first an- 
nounced, and the stage hands were busy taking 
down the “Orpheus” scenery which they had 
just gotin place, and replacing the setting for 
the first act of ‘‘Martha.”

L’Allemand at the theatre settled all’ questions 
as to what opera would be produced, and also 
caused the by-standers to remark that an under- 
standing had evidently been reached with the 
management.

RIOTS. 


PAUL GROTTKAU FOUND GUILTY—MINOR 
OFFENDERS SENTENCED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 3.—A year ago 
to-morrow Milwaukee was the scene of labor 
riots unprecedented in her history, and five per- 
sons were killed by the militia in a successful 
effort to protect life and property at Bay View. 
Many arrests were made. Several of the rioters 
were sent to prison; others were released on sus- 
pended sentences, and afew were acquitted. 
To-day the last of the trials was ended, and Paul 
Grottkau, the Anarchist leader, who has been a 
conspicuous figure in all labor agitations of the 


past year, was found guilty of riot by ajury, 
which remained out all night and broughtin a 
@ verdict this morning. Grottkau cannot 
speak English, and has lived in this country 
scarcely a year, yet he constituted himself a 
leader of the labor organizations, and proposed 
to reform the laws and institutions of a country 
of which he was entirely ignorant. He had 
fully expected that the jury would disagree 
after being out so long, and disappointment and 
chagrin were depicted on every feature when 
the verdict was announced. The jury took 27 
ballots, two or three standing out for acquittal. 
His conviction he owes to his own counsel, who’ 

ut him on the stand to swear that he did not 
ollow a mob with a red flag, and to the surprise 
of his attorney he admitted that hedid. ‘‘ That 
was what convicted him,” said the foreman of 
thejury. ‘I kept his testimony in the minds of 
the few ace who were inclined to acquit him 
and finally brought them over. If Grottkau had 
not been put on the stand we might not have 
convicted him.” 

Juage Sloan, before whom all the riot cases 
have been tried, then called up the five rioters 
who were found guilty early in the week. He 
said the idea prevalent among the defendants 
and their friends that he desired to inflict pun- 
ishment for the sake of punishment was a mis- 
taken one, and that the labor organizations 
were making a mistake in the way they were 
conducting themselves in that regard. Though 
he was firmly set against all demonstrations 
against law and order, it was with great regret 
that he felt compelled to inflict punishment on 
the convicted defendants. One was sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment, one was fined 
$25, and the others were released on suspended 
sentence. 

Grottkau’s counsel moved for a new trial, 
which will probably not be granted, He is likely 
to go to prison for a year. 








A WELCOME TO ROYAL GUESTS. 





QUEEN KAPIOLANI AND SUITE ARRIVE 
IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, May”3.—Queen Kapiolani, 
wife of King Kalakaua of the Hawaiian Islands, 
arrived here to-night at 8 o’clock from Chicago 
on her trip to be present at Queen Victoria’s ju- 
bilee. Her royal Highness and suite were con- 
veyed from the railroad station to the Arlington 
Hotel, where Mr. Roessle met them at the 
entrance to the Sumner annex. Mrs, and Miss 


Carter, the wife and daughter of the Hawaiian 
Minister, waited in the reception room, On the 
mantelpiece was a card bearing the legend, 
* Aloha an,” said to mean “ Welcome” in Ha- 
walian. It was placed where it would first 
meet the eyes of her Majesty. At 5 o’clock 
the President sent over to the hotel a gold 
and green wicker basket of great roses— 
‘** American beauties,” pink Baroness de Rotas- 
childs, and white lilacs. The basketwas tied 
with golden satinfjribbons, The Hawaiian colors 
are white, red, andblue. Suites of rooms were 
occupied by the Queen and her maid, the Prin- 
cess Royal Liliokalani, beir apparent, and 
her husband, Gen. i . Domine, Col. 
Boyd, and Gov. C. P. Jankio, and their 
servants. Representatives of the State, 
War, and Navy Departments, with the Hawaiian 
Minister,met the party at the station. The Queen 
and Princess were in deep mourning on account 
of the recent death of the mother of the latter. 
The Queen is the smaller and quite the more 
comely of the two. Her small bonnet was dot- 
ted with black jet. The Princess wore 
a plain hat of black and a long crepe 
veil, and was assisted with difficulty from the 
carriage. To-morrow tbe Queen will visit the 
President and Mrs, Cleveland at the White 
House at 12 o’clock. Thecall will be returned 
inside of two hours, in accordance with the rules 
of regal etiquette.

SUED BY CONDUOTORS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—Conductors of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany began proceedings to-day in the United 
States Circuit Court to compel the railroad com- 
pany to account for the sum of $137,615, which, 
they allege,the company retained from their 
wages with the understanding that it was to be 


invested in the stock of the company 
for the benefit of the conductors. The 
petitioners complain that the money 
has not been invested, but has been 
used as ifit belonged to thecompany. The table 
annexed to the petition, prepared by the Read- 
ing officers, shows the total amount withheld to 
be $69,088 64, the contention of the company 
being that the conductors are entitled to only as 
much as the shares would yield. The men ask 
the court to hold the company liable to account 
as for money received with interest, until it 
is shown that the money has never been paid 


to the owners or invested in good faith 
for them. The statement of extra pay of pas-

WHICH SETTLES ALL BUT A FEW 

MINOR DETAILS. 

The dates ofthe races for the America’s 
Cup have been settled, and everything now indi- 
cates that no differences can arise to mar the 
amicable spirit of the arrangements for the con- 
test. Ex-Commodore James D. Smith, Chair- 
man of the America’s Cup Committee, under 
whose wise direction the preliminaries to the 
Mayflower-Galatea contests were so satisfactori- 
ly carried out, yesterday morning received a let- 
ter from Secretary York, of the Clyde Yacht 
Club, giving\Mr. Bell’s consent to the pro- 
gramme laid down in the committee’s last com- 
munication to him. Ex-Commodore Smith im- 
mediately convened a quorum of the committee, 
consisting of himself, Vice-Commodore C. C, 
Haight, and Mr. E. L. Haight, and prepared an 
answer to Mr. York’s communication. 

This was mailed at once and nothing now re- 
mains save the settlement of a few minor details 
which cannot be attended to until Mr. James 
Bell, the owner of the Thistle, reaches New- 
York. The letters are herewith given in full and 
explain themselves:

AMERICA’S CUP. 


DEAR SIR: J] have to acknowledge receipt of Mr. 
Krebs’s letter of 4th inat., announcing that the 
peace relating to the challenge of the Thistle had 

een found by the committee having charge of the 
arrangements fur contests for the above cup to be 
allin proper order. As requested by Mr. Krebs, I 
have pleasure in addressing this communication to 
you as Chairman of said committee. Mr. Bellis very 
glad to learn that the arrangements proposed have

As regards the date of matches, Mr. Bell desires 
to bring before your committee the necessity for 
having this important preliminary arranged now.

Umpire.—Your remarks regarding the umpire are 
entirely concurredin by Mr. Bell. It is unlikely 
that any difference of opinion can arise with the con- 
struction of terms, but it was thought better that 
Mr. Schuyler’s name should be inserted in our first 
letter, so as to limit as far as possible the points for 
correspondence. 

Patrol Steamers.—Mr. Bell desires to thank the 
committee for their general approval of his sugges- 
tions on this subject.

INDIANA ELECTION FRAUDS. 





A NEW GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE 
THEM. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 3.—A new turn was 
taken inthe tally-sheet forgery case to-day by 
Judge Woods, of the United States District 
Court. He gave an elaborate charge to the 
Grand Jury, calling attention to the decision of 
the Circuit Court, Judge Gresham, in the Perkins 
contempt case, saying that that decision only 
went to the foot of the forgery committed, 
and as the result of the vote for Congress- 
man was not affected by the alterations, 


therefore the United States court had 
no jurisdiction, but aside from this Judge 
Woods said there were other phases of 
the case which demanded investigation. He 
quoted at length the acts of Congress, which 
provide that inspectors, judges, and other 
election officials must carefully preserve and re- 
tain in their custody all the papers pertaining 
to the election. The importance of a strict dis- 
charge of these duties was manifest, and al- 
though the State laws provided no penalty for a 
failure to discharge such duties the Congres- 
sional enactments do provide for penalties. The 
facts in the Marion County cases were that the 
tally sheets in five cases went out of the custody 
of the inspectors and were changed. 

The court added that the Grand Jury’s investi- 
gation would involve three subjects: First—Did 
any inspector or judge knowingly neglect, re- 
fuse, or omit to perform vs f duty regarding the 
custody of the papers, and, if so, who? Second— 
Did any person or persons advise or counsel 
such judge or inspector to neglect, refuse, or 
omit to —— such duty, and, if so, who? 
Third—Did any person or persons conspire to 
induce such judge or inspector to fail to per- 
form his duty in this respect? The Judge, con- 
tinuing, said he would not advise the jury to re- 
turn indictments against any inspector who 
innocently and without wrongful intent, sus- 
pectin nothing, allowed the papers to go out of 

is custody; but indictments should be returned 
where the papers were permitted to go out of 
custody for an evidently improper purpose. 

The charge was in the nature of an entire sur- 
prise, and has given a new and unexpected in- 
terest to the election fraud cases. In the State 
court the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney to-day 
filed a paper with the Judge which is understood 
to be in the nature of specific charges of miscon- 
duct against at least two members of the Grand 
Jury in connectiou with the investigation of the 
tally-sheet forgeries. 





OLIVER HOYT INJURED. 





THROWN FROM HIS CARRIAGE NEAR 
HIS CONNECTICUT HOME, 

Oliver Hoyt, the well known leather deal- 
er of 72 Gold-street, was seriously injured on 
Monday while taking adrive with his wife in the 
neighborhood of Greenwich, Conn. Mr. Hoyt 
lives at Stamford. He was on his way home, 
and driving down Put’s Hill—the historic spot 
where Gen. Putnam made his famous ride—when 
an accident to the harness caused the horse to 


runaway. After a rush of about 200 yards the 
Wagon was overturned and its occupants were 
thrown to the ground. 

Dr. Jones, of Greenwich, saw the accident 
and, after rendering Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt all the 
immediate assistance that was possible, pro- 
cured a conveyance and had them taken to their 
home in Stamford. There it was found that 
Mr. Hoyt’s collar bone was broken, and that he 
had sustained hurts in the back of a painful nat- 
ure, and possibly internal injuries. :

NO CONNECTION WITH THE HENRY 


GEORGE MOVEMENT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 3.—The conference of 
the Executive Committee of the National Union 
Labor Party to-day was a very quiet affair and, 
as stated yesterday, did not go beyond the consid- 
eration of plans for State organization. The 
Henry George matter aid not formally come up. 
Indianapolis was selected as the headquarters 
for the party. The Chairman of the committee, 
Mr. T. M. Gruelle, said: ‘‘We propose to go on 
with our own organization and perfect it, if 


possible. The factis that the party has grown 
so since its inception as to make active meas- 
ures in this direction absolutely necessary. 
Within 60 days after the Cincinnati Convention 
we had 900,000 members and now,I think, we 
have fully 1,200,000. We are particularly 
strong in Kansas, Nebraska, and other Western 
States, and will cut a very prominent figure in 
the national campaign next year. We propose 
to be entirely independent of the old party or- 
ganizations aud willconsider no propositions 
looking toward coalition or fusion.” 

This morning Ferdinand Teiner, of Bradford, 
Penn., was made the member of the National 
Committee from Pennsylvania, to succeed Jobn 
B. Taves. Col. Jesse Harper, of Illinois, who is 
here, says that the Henry George element will 
not be recognized as such by the Union Labor 
Party, and it they want to organize a national 
party on the isolated land theory of Mr. George 
they can doit.

CuicaGo, May 3.—To-day’s bank clear- 
ings in Chicago reached the heavy aggregate of 
$23,263,000. This is $5,000,000 in excess of the 
heaviest day on record.

THE WALL PAPER Poort Ig 
ABANDONED AT LAST. 
CONSTERNATION AMONG THE NON-POOL 
‘MANUFACTURERS, WHO FEAR Ex- 

TERMINATION. 


The wall paper pool has been abandoned 
and the price of that very necessary commodity 
promises to take a tumble of about 25 per cent, 
next Spring unless a new pool is organized un- 
der the auspices of the American Wall Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association. The fact that the 
pool has been abandoned by the leading manu- 
facturers who have held it together since 1879 
has made a decided sensation in the trade. No- 
where, however, has it made so much of a sensa- 
tion as among the manufacturers outside of the 
Pool, who have been fighting the organized man- 
ufacturers for a half dozen years and to whose 


efforts the abandonment'of the poolis,in great 
part due. 


Prices have been maintained, artistic produc- 
tion fostered, and wonderful improvements in 
machinery and methods of manufacture made 
possible under the pool’s fostering care. 
Twenty-one of the largest firms in the country 
are members of the American Wall Paper Man- 
ufacturers Association, 13 of which pool theiz 
earnings and divide profits, the balance abiding 
by the rules and scale of prices of the pool men, 
but not patting their earnings into the common 
see The association still remains, for it is an 

ncorporated body, but all attempts to continue 
the pooling arrangements have been abandoned 
and the Commissioner, Charles H. Hayden, of 
Boston, has resigned and is to go to Europe for a 
_ Visit next month. 
* This situation has frightened the non-pool men 
whose war cry has been “ We'll sell our goods.16 
per cent, below pool rates.” The 13 non-pool 
manufacturers are not so strong financially aa 
the pool men, and they dread the inevitable war 
to the death which they must fight against the 
stronger and better equipped firms they will 
meet in what would be its way one of the. 
most bitter fights known afiong manufacturers _ 
in this country. The association tirms, antici- 
pating the possibility of the abandoment of the 
pool, have made preparations for a fight which 
meaus extermination to the non-pool tirms. 

Thoroughly frightened as they now are the 
non-pool manufacturers held a meeting at the 
Coleman House in this city on Monday after- 
noon, eight of the thirteen outside manufactur- 
ers being represented. At that meeting the 
formulated and signed a letter to President J. 
Warren, of the Wall Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, asking for a conference by which some. 
agreement mignt be made so that pool methods 
May be continued in the future and they be 
saved from what they look upon as a war of ex- 
termination. A committee was appointed to se- 
cure the signatures of the other five outside 
firms to this petition for self-preservation. 

Mr. Warren, who is the head of the firm of 
Warren, Fuller & Lang, had not received the pe- 
tition yesterday, nor had he been waited upon 
by any committee from the non-pool manufact- 
urers, though he had been informed of the Cole- 
man House meeting. The letter will probably 
be forwarded to him, however, in time for the 
meeting of the association, which is called fora 
week from to-day. : 

Pool manufacturers look upon a reorganiza- 
of the pool under any proposed form as an impos- 
sibility, chiefly because the association membera 
are unwilling to trust the non-union manu- 
facturers, as they frankly put the situation.

A DEFAULTING CLERK. 








HE ABSCONDS AFTER HAVING ROBBED 
HIS EMPLOYERS. 

Boston, May 3.—The discovery to-day 
that Capt. A. J. Houghton was a defaulter and 
absconder created something of a flurry in cer 
tain circles in which the Captain was very pop- 
ular. Capt. Houghton lived in Newton, and was 
the commander of the Claflin Guard, Fifth Regt- 
iment, M. V. M. He was the confidential clerk 
of Scull & Bradley, insurance agents, having 
full contro! of their marine business, which was 
quite extensive. It appears that Capt. Hough- 
ton mysteriously left town about a week ago, 


and that his peculations were not discoy- 
ered by those most Interested until he 
had safely joined the American colony in 
Canada. The amount of Scull & Bradley’s loss 
is about $17,000, and the senior partner makes 
this statement: ‘ We have had an expert exam- 
ination of the books, and they are found to be 
correct. Houghton did not attempt to mauipu- 
late the accounts. He simply took the money 
and putitin his own pocket. The money has 
been taken in small amounts, and it is evident 
that he began to take it several years ago, We 
are convinced that he has not taken any consid- 
erable sum of money with him. He took just 
enough to carry him out of the country. He bas 
been with us nine or ten years and has been fully 
trusted by us. He had full charge of the marine 
bookkeeping and could take the money without 
much fear of detection. That is the whole busi- 
ness in a nutshell.” 

Capt: Houghton is about 88 years old, and he 
leaves in Newton a wife and two children to 
shift for themselves. His peculations [ahaa | 
began about two vears ago, when he invest 

5,000 in a worthless Western mine, losing it all. 
To regain his loss he began speculating wildly, 
and for a time with considerable success, but 
eventually he lost everything he had of could 
steal from his employers.

SPEAKER CARLISLE ON 
PROSPECT. 

Mr. Speaker CARLISLE has been again ex- 
plaining his views on the situation of reve- 
nuereform and other matters, this time in 
an interview with a reporter of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. The Speaker is still 
cheerful. He is still of the belief that the 
“next House will unquestionably pass a 
bill to reduce very materially the customs 
duties.” He does not know what the Sen- 
ate will do about it, but such a bill the 
‘House will certainly pass. ‘You see,” he 
says, ‘‘we have now arrived at the point in 
tariff agitation where a reduction of tax- 
ation is absolutely necessary. The large 
and growing Treasury surplus makes it 
necessary. There is no possible way to 
escape it.” 

We have heard predictions and argu- 
ments of this sort before. We regret to 
say we cannot accept them as conclusive. 
They may be correct, but they may not 
be. They are exactly the same as those 
Mr. CARLISLE presented before the meet- 
ing of Congress at the last session. They 
are based on a plausible view of the facts, 
but not on a view that is indisputable. 
There is, no doubt, an increasing pressure 
for reduction of taxation caused by the 
surplus revenues, but that pressure is not 
solely in the direction of the reduction of 
the tariff. It is not necessarily in that 
direction at all. It may be relieved by 
reduction of internal revenue taxes. Mr. 
CARLISLE himself admits that the tobacco 
tax may be taken off, which would dis- 
pose of at least $30,000,000. It may also 
be relieved by the repeal of the duty on 
sugar, which is in intent a protective tax, 
but which, owing to the remarkable changes 
in the production of sugar and the very 
great fall in prices, is not now much else 
than a revenue tax. Its removal would 
make very little difference in the burden 
imposed on industry or on the consumers 
as compared with many other taxes, such 
as those on wool or on metals. Already 
the beet-sugar industry produces a little 
more than one-half of all the sugar of 
the world, and the price has fallen to 2.92 
cents per pound for Cuban sugar, refining, 

89° test, or 4.85 cents, duty paid. The re- 

peal of this tax would take over $50,000,- 

000 from the revenue, and, with the re- 

peal of the tobacco tax, would completely 

dispose of the surplus, or so nearly so that 
no other changes in the tariff could be based 
on the existence of the surplus. 

Nor is this a mere conjecture arising from 
the obvious condition of the Treasury, the 
yield of the taxes, and the probable pur- 
poses of the high tariff men. Itisa definitely 
considered plan of the anti-reform party 
leaders, including Republicans like SHER- 
MAN, DAWES, Hiscock, and MoRRILL, and 
the Randall-Republican contingent in the 
Democratic camp. men haye for 
more than a year been contemplating a re- 
peal of the sugar which of itself 
would practically satisfy the demand for 
reduction growing out of the mere existence 
of the surplus. They did not broach it 
clearly last session because there was no 
need of it. 


Gov. Hirt has accomplished his purpose THE 


of compelling the Republican Senators to 
face the nominations of ARMSTRONG and 
BucxseE for Railroad Commissioners, and 
yesterday they let him know that they 
would not confirm those appointments. 
Evidently the Governor did not care to 
carry the matter so far until he wascharged 
with not making the appointments in good 
faith and with withdrawing them to prevent 
aconfirmation. There has been a good deal 
of “peanut politics” on both sides, and the 
case for the Governor has not been im- 
proved by the disclosures as tothe utter 
unfitness of Buckner for the office 
to which he was nominated. It confirms 
the view that the appointment was the act 
of a demagogue who disregarded all consid- 
prations of fitness and of the good of the 
public service. But the position of the Sen- 
ators would have been much betterif they 
had promptly taken the ground that the 
appointments were unfit, and had rejected 
them without delay. The way now ought 
to be considered clear for respectable ap- 
‘pointments, not only to the Railroad Com- 
mission, but to other offices whose incum- 
bents have served out their terms. The 
Governor has only to make good appoint- 
ments to put the responsibility for their 
failure entirely upon the Senate. 
ADMIN AIR ES EW DENI ETI TIS PILE I 
It is plain on so good authority as the 
Albany dispatches of the Brooklyn Eagle, 
the Democratic organ of that city, that the 
failure of the Bacon committee thoroughly to 
inquire into the story of SKEELE will have 
the unfortunate consequences we pointed 
out yesterday. Thatis to say, Judge GREENE, 
a thorough-paced partisan, who finds the 
City Government of Brooklyn a model of 
purity andefliciency because the thieves who 
infest it call themselves Democrats, will try 
to make the Legislature believe that Col. 
Bacon did not investigate SKEELE’s charges 
because he was afraid his own friends 
would be hurt. Our dispatches state that 
Messrs. DurcHeR and NicHOLS are willing 
to appear before the committee. There is 
time to have some one examined who is 
able to tell the whole truth, and it should 
be done if the committee would avoid a 
most mischievous misrepresentation of the 
facts by interested persons. 

It is an exceptional week when some cor 
rupt job does not show itself conspicuously 
in the Legislature. The persistent SHaw, 
of the cable railroad gang, with the help 
of the aged but not venerable ex-Senator 
Woop, has succeeded in getiing an amend- 
ment into a bill which has passed the As- 
sembly’for the rescue of the cable scheme 
from the position into which it was thrown 
by the decision of the Court of Appeals. By 
the influences so potent in such cases the 
lobbyists have succeeded in getting the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate to agree 
upon a favorable report, and now they hope 
to work the bill through both honses in the 
amended form. Asin the case of the Metro- 
politan Transit Company’s bill, there is 
nothing working for it but a gang of spec- 
ulators, and there can be no explanation of 
its support but that of rank corruption. 
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The Democratic allies of the 
protectionists, having killed Mr. Morrr- 
s0n’s bill, kept back the appropriation bills 
until all chance of action on the tariff was 
impossible. But the moment there is any 
serious danger of the passage of a reform 
bill in the House this scheme will be under- 
taken in earnest. Meanwhile it will be aid- 
ed and fortified by every possible expend- 
iture that can be pushed or bought through 
the House. Every Democrat who is ready 
to vote for tariff reduction and who can be

Big 
bills and small bills, pensions, navy bills, 
army bills, coast defense and naval arma- 
ment bills, anything and everything that 
will use up the revenue from the protective 
taxes will be seized upon and used in the 
most adroit fashion to defeat the reformers. 

Under all these conditions, and they are 
perfectly plain and cannot be ignored by 
even the most sanguine, we cannot agree 
with Mr. CARLISLE that the Treasury sur- 
plus makes a reduction of the tariff abso- 
Jutely necessary. Nor do we believe that it 
can be brought about by any union of Re- 
publicans and Democrats. There are not 
enough of the former who would enter on 
such a union, and the Democrats are suffi- 
ciently in earnest not to make such a union 
feasible or even inviting. There is only 
one way in which tariff reform can be made 
certain, that is by making it a distinct na- 
tionalissue. No party is yet ready to do 
this. Mr. CAR LIsLE himself is not ready 
forit. Until it is done, however, reform 
will come, if at all, in dribblets or by acci- 
dent. \ 


RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION OF THE 
LAW. 

Most of the complaints thus far made 
against the working of the inter-State com- 
merce law are due almost wholly to the un- 
necessary interpretation given by the rail- 
roads themselves to the lorg and short haul 
section. The motives of the railroad man- 
agers are very plain. They wish to arouse 
among the business men of the country an 
opposition to this section which will lead to 
a demand for its repeal, and they seem to 
be ready to do this at the cost of 
a serious disturbance of business and 
a temporary loss to the railroads them- 
selves. The excuse given for adopting a 
rigid construction of the section is that 
there are severe penalties for violating the 
law, and the railroad companies wish to be 
on the safe side. This plea is not valid 
unless the construction adopted is the only 
reasonable one, for the penalties provided 
are only for willful violations. Not only is 
the construction which the railroad man- 
agers have seen fit to adopt not the only 
reasonable one, but itis not a fair one at 
all. It takes no cognizance of the meaning 
and intent of some of the most significant 
and important words of the statute. 

These managers set to work before the 
law went into effect to revise their through 
rates on the assumption that they could 
not in any case charge more for a long 
distance than they charged for any part 
of that distance, unless relieved from the 
prohibition by the commission, and their 
appeals for relief have been sent in in such 
numbers and with such earnestness as to 
give the impression that their business is 
in danger of ruin. They have assumed 
that the law puts them in the position 
which they have voluntarily taken for 
the purpose of making the law unpopular. 
This device is not likely to deceive the 
people very long, and already there are 
signs that the weight of complaint from 
the public will be directed against the rail- 
roads themselves. 

The fourth section of the law does not 
prohibit charging less for long than for 
short distances if there is any reason that 
justifies it. This discrimination in favor 
of the long haul is forbidden only when 
the transportation is carried on ‘under 
substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions.” This qualification, which in- 
volves the essence of the provision, has 
been completely ignored by the railroad 
companies. Take the case of the trans- 
continental lines which bring orienta] im- 
ports and Pacific coast products to the 
Atlantic seaboard. Their managers declare 
that the circumstances and conditions of 
that traffic are such that they will lose it 
altogether unless they take it at lower 
rates than they are compelled to charge on 
much of their business for shorter distances. 
Then why do they not take it at lower 
rates? Obviously those circumstances and 
conditions do not prevent them from main- 
taining their rates for the shorter distances. 
In fact, they do not affect their short-dis- 
tance traffic at all according to their own 
admissions. Competition by way of the 
Isthmus or Cape Horn does not affect the 
rates that can be charged from San Fran- 
cisco to interior points along the Union and 
Southern Pacific lines. Consequently the 
circumstances and conditions which affect 
this through transcontinental traffic are 
substantially dissimilar to those under 
which transportation for shorter inter- 
mediate distances is carried on. Ifit were 
not so the cause of complaint would not 
exist. Itis because a substantial dissimi- 
larity of circumstances and conditions 
exists that itis found necessary to make 
the lower charges for long distances, and 
where such a necessity is produced by a dif- 
ference of circumstances and conditions 
the law does not prohibit the lower charges. 

The same reasoning applies to nearly all 
the cases in which complaints have been 
made and applications sentin for relief. The 
railroad officers make elaborate explana- 
tions of the circumstances and conditions 
of their long distance traffic which they 
claim would not only justify them in main- 
taining low through rates, but compels 
them to do so in order to retain their busi- 
ness. They are at great pains to show 

that these circumstances and conditions do 
not affect the local and short distance traffic, 
and therefore it is just and right to main- 
tain the higher rates on that. All this is an 
argument that shows that the prohibition 
does not apply to the case at all and re- 
duces the applications of the companies to 
an absurdity. They ask the commission to 
relieve them from a prohibition which all 

their arguments are intended to show does 
It is created by themselves and 
not by the law, and their method of relief 
is to take the law as itis and comply with 
it, and not set up a fantastical construction 
of their own and then ask the Inter-State 
Commission to relieve them from it, 

The railroad corporations appear to have 
set to work deliberately to create a prej- 
udice against the Inter-State Commerce act, 
and especially against the fourth section, 
relating to charges for long and short dis- 
tances, by enforcing it themselves under a 
construction of their own which ignores the 
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most significant qualification in its pro- 
visions. If this construction weré enforced 


by the courts or even by the Commission, ’ 


and it produced disastrous results, a case 
would be made against the law. But it is 
enforced only by the railroad companies 
themselves without the slightest occasion, 
and the case as it stands is against them, 
and the public will have no difficulty in un- 
derstanding it. 


AMERICAN PUBLIC SPIRIT. 


In acknowledging the munificence of 
Judge Hitton’s gift to the Metropolitan 
Museum, Mr. JoHN TAYLOR JOHNSTON, its 
President, took occasion to express his 
special gratification at the fresh proof 
given by Judge HitTon of ** the public spirit 
of our citizens, which has done so much 
this Winter to make the Museum worthy of 
the metropolis of our country.” This is 
really the point upon which we have 
mainly to congratulate ourselves. The 
pictures that have been given to 
the Museum by Judge Hittron, Judge 
RussELtt, Mr. VANDERBILT, and Mr. 
SENEY, with the magnificent collection be- 
queathed by Miss Wo.trr, would make 
a most welcome and ‘valuable addition 
to any museum in the world. Together 
théy constitute of themselves one of the 
most important collections of modern pict- 
ures that are to be seen anywhere. It is 
scarcely too much to say that contemporary 
French art can be studied as well in New- 
York as in Paris. Of course such a col- 
lection, being the representation of one 
phase only of pictorial art, furnishes 
but one department of a really metro- 
politan museum. It has, however, this 
great advantage that it leaves the funds of 
the Museum itself available for the pur- 
chase of ancient pictures. These are strict- 
ly limited in number, they are to be had 
only occasionally, and they bring very high 
prices. The efforts of the Trustees of the 
Museum should be directed to securing 
these as they are offered from time to time. 
One masterpiece is worth more for the 
purposes of the Museum than a hun- 
dred commonplace works, and an ac- 
credited agent, representing it at 
such dispersions as occur from time 
to time of the historical collections of 
Europe, might secure for it treasures of the 
same relative importance as were obtained 
for the Astor Library by Dr. CoGswELL, It 
seems safe henceforth to trust to private 
liberality for all that the Museum needs of 
what may be called fashionable pictures as 
distinguishéd from works of historical 
importance and established rank, among 
which the newer works may or may not ul- 
timately find their place, being as yet upon 
their probation. 

There has indeed by these recent gifts 
been put a very strong and effective com- 
pulsion upon the owners in New-York of 
famous pictures to transfer them, either 
during their own lives or after their deaths, 
to the use and benefit of the public. The 
disposition that has been made by Mr. Van- 
DERBILT of the ‘‘ Horse Fair’ and by Judge 
H1tTon of the “‘ Friedland” is equivalent to 
a declaration that these pictures are too 
valuable for individuals to own. It isa 
recognition of the claim of the public 
to the enjoyment of works that so 
far transcend the average of impor- 
tance. This claim is. in a manner 
recognized by the owners of private collec- 
tions in Europe, but it is hedged about with 
such restrictions that the share of the pub- 
lic in them is very far short of complete 
ownership. The ownership of a work of 
art by the public can in general be acquired 
in any European country only by the ex- 
penditure of the public money. The Amer- 
ican method, already so authoritatively in- 
troduced that it can scarcely fail to be gen- 
erally adopted, is far preferable. The gift 
outright to the public of such works of art 
as are properly public possessions is far more 
useful and far more generous. It may be 
assumed that in no country do private per- 
sons spend $50,000 for a single picture 
merely for the delight of their own eyes, 
There is always in such a purchase some 
thought of the renown that will accrue to 
the owner of a famous work of art. In this 
respect, too, the American method is much 
the more successful. The reputation of 
being the owner of a famous picture kept 
in one’s own private gallery is far less to be 
desired than the reputation of being the 
giver of it to one’s fellow-citizens, for in 
the admiration of the latter character there 
can be no mixture of envy. 


SE TERT OO BETO RIL ARTE AE 


GENEROUS WITH STOLEN MONEY. 


It is easy for a shrewd scoundrel in public 
office to gain a reputation for generosity, 
and even to become popular and powerful, 
by a liberal use of money which he has 
stolen from the people. That has been 
shown repeatedly in this region since the 
days of the generous and charitable TWEED. 
The people of Hoboken are now contem- 
plating with some indignation the exploits 
of a “good fellow” who has robbed them, 
and wondering how they could have been 
deceived for so many years. They see that 
his generosity not only misled them, but 
also convinced other public officers, who 
knew of his shortcomings, that he ought to 
be shielded and permitted to remain in office. 

There is indignation also in Castleton, on 
Staten Island, where the taxpayers have 





allowed themselves to be governed by a 
group of generous men engaged in the re- 
tail liquor business, and now declare that 
they have been robbed by an open-handed 
officeholder who has been held to await the 
action of a Grand Jury. And from Queens 
County a very popular politician and office- 
holder has departed in great haste, leaving 
behind him evidence that the taxpayers’ 
burden to be increased by the loss 
of $20,000 which he had stolen. The 
fugitive was District Attorney and Sec- 
retary of the County Democratic Com- 
mittee. His popularity was so great that 
when it became known to some of his po- 
litical associates, a year ago, that he had 
been stealing public money he was elected 
Supervisor asecond time “ with the confi- 
dential understanding that his friendsshould 
make good the deficiency.” They would 
not allow so generous and popular a man to 
be deprived af his office for so small a mat- 
ter, and their desire to retain him was so 
great that he was not required to renew the 
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bonds which had protected the people dur- 
ing his first term. 

Thé citizens who denounce these men 
should not forget to denounce their own 
foliy. They must learn that a public offi- 
cer who spends five times his income in 
convincing them that he isa good fellow, 
generally has both hands in their pockets. 
They must learn that when a group of such 
liberal men obtain control of the public 
money each man supports his associ- 
ates, and the people must pay heavily 
for the luxury of being governed by 
them. Nine times out of ten the money 
which they spend so generously in elections 
and in the saloons of their most active sup- 
porters comes out of the taxes. The boodle 
Alderman who wins the hearts of hundreds 
of poor workmen by paying for their enter- 
tainment, expends upon them only a small 
part of the bribes for which he sells their 
rights to corrupt corporations. The legis- 
lator who by his liberality binds them to 
the political machine that supports him, 
may be selling his vote for legislation 
that will rob them for a decade. The 
Tweed who with one hand spends thou- 
sands in ostentatious charity, and thereby 
convinces the ignorant and short-sighted 
that he is a public benefactor, with the 
other steals millions out of the public purse 
and thus increases the burdens and the suf- 
ferings of the poor fora generation. When a 
citizen is asked to admire and support a 
public officer because he scatters money 
freely he should inquire whether this 
money has not been taken from his own 
pocket.

It seems entirely idle to hope that Gen. J. 
WARREN KEIFER will be induced to become 
a silent and inconspicuous, and therefore 
inoffensive, celebrant of the unveiling of the 
Garfield Statue, The expression of public 
indignation and disgust falls upon him like 
a shower of rose leaves on a rhinoceros. If 
he were capable of minding what his fellow- 
citizens thought about him he would be- 
take himself to the darkest recesses 
of private life. It was not to be 
expected, therefore, that he should 
forego a chance to exhibit himself 
upon a public occasion simply because 
those who have charge of it have asked him 
to withdraw. They have done all that they 
could, after his refusal, by ignoring him in 
their published programme. Of all queer 
ways of seeking a “‘ vindication” Krrrrer’s 
way of insisting upon making a speech that 
nobody really wants him to make, and that

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AMUSEMENTS. 


“THE HIGHEST BIDDER,” 

“The Highest Bidder” is a little play that 
closely resembles a dozen of the pieces that used 
to come from the nimble pen of Henry J. Byron. 
A queer idea, a little bit of sentiment, and a fair 
quantity of mild humor are joined together 
in it very agreeably. The queer idea 
is to have an auctioneer get his calling 
confused with a love affair, to introduce the 
technicalities of his trade in his protestations of 
passion, and to exhibit him conducting a sale 
while his heartis very much troubled indeed. 


The little comedy (all comic plays are called 
comedy nowadays) is not very coherent or 
symmetrical. Most of its incidents and 
complications are highly improbable, but 
there is just enough human nature 
to hold the materials together, while the ma- 
terials, it must be admitted, belong to farce or 
burlesque oftener than to genuine comedy. As 
it was presented at the Lyceum Theatre last 
evening, with a | ag een | and bright, intel- 
ligent acting, “‘The Highest Bidder” was entire- 
ly successful. A large assemblage of “ first- 
nighters” bestowed their cordial approval upon 
the performance, and Mr. Edward H. Sothern 
advanced another step toward renown. 

The history of this unpretentious little play 
has already been told here. It was written years 
ago for the elder Sothern by Maddison Morton, 
the farce-maker, and Robert Reece; the manu- 
script was among the effects of Sothern that 
fellinto the hands of his sons after his death, 
and the piece was never acted until last 
night. The verbal oddities of all Maddi- 
son Morton’s pieces appear in the text of 
“The Highest Bidder,” and much of the fun de- 
pends upon strange quips and a nice derange- 
mentof epitaphs. The plotconcerns the efforts 
of a good-humored, modest, wealthy young 
gentleman to extricate a friend from 
financial embarrassment, and to save the friend’s 
lovely daughter from the machinations of a 
yous villain. Of course he succeeds, though he 

lunders a good deal and puts himself a number 
of times in a false position. And he receives 
some assistance and much encouragement from 
a@ crusty old person with the worst possi- 
ble temper and the best possible heart. 
Mr. Sothern is the benevolent young gen- 
tleman, Mr. Pigott the unfortunate 
friend, and Miss Belle Archer the lovely 
daughter. The fiery tempered old party is Mr. 
Le em ty in an entirely new make-up, as de- 
lightfully drollas Mr. Le Moyne can be. What 
more could be asked? There is a comic break- 
fast, a burlesque auction sale, a little bit of melo- 
drama by moonlight, and a charming love scene 
and there is a perceptible and pleasing vein o 
honest sentiment running through it all. 

Mr. Sothern has the hard work to do, for Jack 
Hammerton is in view most of the time, and has 
a great deal tosay. Heis amazingly cool when 
he encounters a dangerous villain, and dread- 
fully bewildered in the presence of one young 
thing in white, with yellow braids. If the photog- 
raphers don’t get negatives of Jack making 
love to Kose Thornhill by twilight at 
the turnstile, in the Glade, it will 
be because the photographers are not enterpris- 
ing. Mr. Sothern’s acting denotes just apprecia- 
tion, a fine sense of humor, and a very fair de- 
gree of artistic skill. He is hampered. at present 
by his own modesty, and his work now lacks the 
finish and certainty that self-confidence and 
larger experience will secure to it. His person- 
ality is altogether pleasing and his understand- 
ing is rarely at fault, and modesty is # rare trait 
in a young actor.

BISHOP BORGESS RESIGNS. 
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ILL HEALTH AND OTHER TROUBLES IN- 
DUCE HIM TO SURRENDER. 

Detroit, May 3.—The Roman Catholic 
community of this city was taken greatly by 
surprise to-day by the wholly unexpected an- 
nouncement that Bishop Casper H. Borgess had 
resigned his high office, and that his res- 
ignation had been accepted by the Pope. 
It was subsequently learned that it had 
been submitted six months ago anda declined, 
and that about the beginning of this year it was 
renewed with an urgency that finally induced 
the Holy Father to yield. There ia little doubt

the third incumbent of the Bee of Deter’ The 
first was Frederick Rese, who was consecrated 
in 1833. Six years later he was called te Rome, 
and for some reason never clearly made known 
was not allowed to return. He died in 1871. 
The affairs of the diocese were administered by 
John M. Odin from 1841 until 1843. He was then 
succeeded by Peter Paul Lefevre, who reigned 
until 1869, when he died. Bishop Borgess was 
consecrated April 24, 1870, coming here from 
Cincinnati, where he had been for many years 
Pastor of St. Philomena’s Church. He fourd the 
affairs of this large diocese, then comprising the 
entire lower peninsula of thé State, in much con- 
fusion. Bishop Lefevre’s administration had 
been lax and debts abounded. Many enterprises 
had been begun and languished in a state of 
incompleteness for want of energy and system 
in the management. He at once set about rem- 
en allthis. He devised a set or financial 
rules which were excellent and much needed. 
He forbade the — from borrowing mone 
or going in debt for church purposes above $2 
without his permission. Their books were annu- 
ally inspected, and they were compelled to read 
their reports aloud totheircongregations. These 
rules were published and hung up in the 
churches. He also regulated their appearance in 
— insisting on neatness in dress and forbade 
heir smoking in the streets, publicly 
drinking or doing anything to offend 
public taste and bring odium or censure 
upon the priesthood. He also sustituted native 
priests for the Belgians formerly bee 
the office. These rules wrought @ revolution 
and gradually affairs took on a much better 
shape, and he will leave the great financial in- 
terests committed to his charge in a flourishing 
condition. But all this time his enemies have 
been multiplying and becoming more trouble- 
some and defiant. 

Several years ago the Bishop endeavored to 
gain control over the property of the Semi Inde- 
pendent St. Anne’s Church, the oldest Catholic 
congregation in the city, and was foiled amid 
much bad feeling, which is still kept alive. In 
several instances he has sought to protect priests 
charged with immoralities, and to maintain them 
in their parishes by the exercise of his authority 
and doubtless from the best of motives and with 
no desire to countenance wrong doing, but these 
churches revolted and compelled him eventually 
to withdraw the offending priest. The troubles 
of the past year with the Polish Catholics, who 
are nearly as turbulent ana unsubmissive to-da 
as ever, have made him no ené@ of trouble. Sti 
later the case of the Rev, Dr. Charles 
O’Reilly, of St. Patrick’s, now St, Pat 
rick’s Church, this city, has attracted wide 
attention. The ill-feeling between the Bishop 
and Dr. O’Reilly over the Irish Natiohal League 
connections of the latter, Dr. O’Reilly’s absence 
from the Synéd of Sandwich without permis- 
sion in order to attend the National League con- 
ference in ag amy the subsequent proclama- 
tion issued by the ishop that all political offices 
must be resigned by priests and Dr. O’Reilly’s 
quiet defiance of this order, if as everybody sup- 
poses it was aimed at this active and popular 

riest, all goes to show that the Bishop was )os- 
ng his grip on affairs. Within the pact four days 
he has published an edict of excommunication 
against all those actively engaged in the Polish 
troubles of the past year or known to favor the 
banished priest Kolasnski, The Bishop had not 
the courage and skill to face and overcome this 
multiplying opposition. He has chosen rather 
to abandon the field and cut loose from all his 
troubles. This is probably the explanation of 
the step now consummated. 


MR. DALY IN PHILADELPHIA. 


A ROUSING RECEPTION FOR HIS COM- 
PANY OF PLAYERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—The reception ac- 
corded to Augustin Daly and his New-York 
company at the Chestnut-Street Opera House 
last night was one the heartiness of which aston- 
ished the oldest playgoers of this city. The the- 
atre never held so large an audience, and some 
idea of its size may be obtained from the fact 
that the receipts, although the regular prices 
only were charged, were about $50 more than 
those of Edwin Booth’s best opening night,when 


seats were sold at $2 each, and nearly as large 
as on the opening night of Irving, when places 
were held at $3. So far as numbers are con- 
cerned Mr. Daly’s opening was a greater tri- 
umph than was achieved by either of these 
recognized “stars.”

AGAIN A HAPPY COUPLE. 
New-Brunswick, N. J.. May 3.—The 
death of the husband’s sister was the cause of 
the discontinuance of the divorce proceedings 
against Samuel C. Ballard, a prominent grocer 


of this city, ordered to-day. Six or seven years 
ago Mr. Ballard had a slight quarrel with his 
wife and, it was claimed by her, struck her. The 
quarrel resulted in a separation. Mr. Ballard 
paid his wife $5 a week and she went to live 
with her mother, assuming her name before 
marriage, Mrs. C. E. Warner. Later proceedings 
for divorce were entered by the wife, who en- 
gaged the services of Col. Boice and another 
lawyer. Mr. Ballard retained Judge Cowen- 
hoven and a Newark lawyer and vigorously de- 
fended the suit. Since then the proceedings 
have progressed fitfully, Mr. Ballard in the 
meantime paying his wife the weekly sum of 
money. 

Three weeks ago the sister of Mr. Ballard, who 
had been acting as his housekeeper, died. On 
Sunday Mr. Ballard made overtures to his long- 
separated spouse, and they met, decided to set- 
tle their differences, and to reunite, Mr. Ballard 
to pay all the charges for the divorce proceed- 
ings. To-day Mrs. Baliard returned to her hus- 
band, the suit for divorce was ordered discon- 
tinued, and a grand eelebration of the happy re- 
union is an event of the near future.

SOME ATCHISON SURPRISES. 
Boston, May 3.—The annual report of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad, which 
will be ready for the stockholders on Thursday 
next, will be an unsually interesting document, 


containing much valuable information relative ta 
roposed extensions of the system. A valuable 
eature will be an elaborate map, which shows 
that the railway public has been wrong in 
regard to some Atchison extensions, The Chi- 
cago, Santa Fé and California extension, as laid 
out on this map, runs almost in an air line from 
Kansas City to Fort Madison, a point at the 
junction of the three States of Iowa, Missouri, 
and Illinois. Crossing into Dlinois the first im- 
portant point tapped is Galesburg. Thence it 
runs nearly due east to Streator, and from 
Streator northeast, via Joilet, to Chicago. From 
Streator a branch runs southwest to Pekin. 

Leaving Chicago and passing back to Kansas, 
the Atchison has laid out for itself extensive 
new fields of railroad construction toward the 
West and Southwest. Leaving Ness, in the 
central part of Kansas, an extension is to be 
built across the prairies of Western Kansas and 
Eastern Colorado for from 300 te 400 miles to 
Colorado Springs. This line parallels for some 
distance the Kansas Division of the Union Pacific 
running between that road and the main line of 
the Atchison and Pueblo. 

But the biggest surprise of all is yet to come. 
From Kivra, one of the termini of the Southern 
Kansas, on the Indian Territory frontier of Kan- 
sas,a line is proposed across the Indian Ter- 
ritory, Northwestern Texas, over the Liavo Es 
tacado, and the southwestern part of New- 
Mexico, almost in an air line on the El Paso. 
The prospective line, which is at least 600 
miles long, will effect a saving of more than 
that distance in passing from Missouri River 
points to the Mexican frontier, and the building 
of it will bring El Paso at least 600 miles nearer 
the Missouri River, and offset the advantages of 
distances claimed by the Atchison’s formidable 
rival, the Mexican National. The construction 
of a short branch will thus give the Atchison @ 
new independent line from Southern Kansas 
to a connection with the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and another, and by all odds the shortest, trans- 
continental route.

GOV. HILL MUST SEEK FURTHER FOR 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS—ACTION 
IN THE LEGISLATURE YESTERDAY. 
ALBANY, May 3.—The Republican Sena- 
tors ‘astonished themselves to-day by agreeing 
Im caucus that the nominations of Knight of 
Labor Buckbee and Granger Armstrong should 


be reported adversely by the Railroad Commit- 


‘tee, and that they should then be rejected. 
Heretofore the noble Senators have not deigned 
to take any action upon nominations other than 
the nogative action of “hanging them up.” 
Senator Pitts heaved a heavy sigh as he realized 
that he could no longer dodge, but must 
now face the music. Senator Sloan was 
not the most cheerful man around the 
building, though it is conceded that he is a 
more courageous man than his colleague, Mr. 
Pitts. ‘The latter has developed some of the 
most astonishing eccentricities of character 
-xpon the question of Gubernatorial nominations. 
He never stays “put” anywhere, his associates 
eemplain, more than 10 hours. However, he is 
anchored to-night by the action of the caucus. 
Among therumorsin circulation in regard to the 
Governor’s probable course now that definite 
caucus action has been taken is one to the effect 
that he will tempt the Senate with one more 
glimpse of Mesers. Rogers and Raker, and an- 
other that he intends sending in a whole batch 
of nominations. Something of the kind may be 
expected to-morrow, forit is the first Wednesday 


of the month, and is generally chosen as a day 
,on which the Governor holds communication 
with the Senate, 

From information which is ually accumu- 
‘lating here it would seem as Senator Frank 
Hiscock was about to set up a8 boss of the re- 
organized Republican Party of this State. The 
idea is not half so amusing as might seem at first 
blush. He has evidently become impressed with 
the belief that his election as Senatcr meant 
more than a mere elevation to office; that it car- 
ried with it such responsibilities as a superin- 
-tendence of the acts of the Republican State Sen- 
ators and a direct interference in behalf of 
the Quarantine ring. He has kindly consented 
that the 20 Senators shall confirm Messrs. Rog- 
ers and Baker if the Governor sends in their 
names for Railroad Commissioners again.

The story 
that a “ combine” existed between the handsome 
Senator-elect and the Platt crowd, which was so 
lustily denied three months ago by Mr. Hiscock 
and his friends, seems to have some foundation 
after all.

THE LAW IN THE WAY. 

FREEHOLD, N. J., May 3.—The May term 
of the Monmouth courts opened here to-day, and 
after routine business had been transacted the 
granting of licenses to hotels was taken up. The 
hotels of Red Bank and other towns were given 
licenses by the court without demur, but nearly 


all the petitions from hotels at Long Branch 
were laid over until next Monday. 

When the petition for a license for the club- 
house at Monmouth Park was presented ex- 
Mayor James Steen, of Eatontown, created a 
sensation by offering a remonstrance from the 
Law and Order League of that place requestin 
the court to refuse the license on the groun 
that the license of the clubhouse last year had 
been revoked on Sept. 16 for infringement of the 
Inn and Tavern act, which prohibits gambling 
upon the premises, and also provides that 
when a license is refused or revoked 
it shall not be within the power 
of the court to grant another to the hotel within 
one year of such refusal or revocation. The law 
is apparently explicit and absolute, and it is not 
clear to the lawyers how it will be possible for 
the court to grant a license to the clubhouse this 
Summer. The clubhouse is owned by the Mon- 
mouth Park Racing Association, but is managed 
by Col. William A. Morrell, Superintendent of the 
Park, and the petition for a license was made in 
his name. Judge Scudder laid the matter over 
until Monday. 

This action of the Law and Order League is 
the outcome of a fight that has raged for years 
between the church people of Eatontown and 
the Monmouth Park Association over the racing 
and pool selling carried on at the park. Ex- 
Mayor Steen’s professional earnestness in the 
legal contest is intensified by the fact that his 
political throat was cut by the association peo- 
ple when he ran for the Assembly on the Demo- 
eratic ticket three years ago.

A DOCTOR WANTS DAMAGES.

ORITIOISED BY MR. RIDGWAY. 


A LITTLE STORY CONCERNING MESSRS, 
COMSTOCK AND BEECHER. 
The oftice of District Attorney Ridgway 


in Brooklyn was yesterday turned into a bureau 
for the dissemination of peouliar stories in re- 
gard to the men who are regarded as enemies of 
vice. A half dozen reporters were sent for and 
the story of Mrs. Mary Parisen, who lives with 
her family in Magnolia-street, East New-York, 
was giventothem. This lady said that during 
the six months ending on Jan. 1 last, her hus- 
band, George, had lost $2,500 playing faro in 


Draper’s gambling rooms at 11 Ann-street, New- 
York. He had been compelled to mortgage 
his house and she had parted with several valu- 
able pieces of jewelry. When she heard where 
this money had gone Mrs. Parisen went to see 
Anthony Comstock, of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice, and told him all the facts in the 
case. She did not want the gamblers prose- 
cuted, but merely desired to get her money 
back. Mr. Comstock sent her to Col. William C. 
Beecher, counsel of the society, and that gentle- 
man told her she could recover damages from 
the gambiers. It would take three months, he 
said, and Mrs. Parisen agreed to that. 

Mr. Parisen put in a claim for $2,500, and Mr. 
Beecher communicated with the gambler's at- 
torney, ex-Recorder Smith. They refused to 
give $2,500, and Mr. Parisen reduced his de- 
mand to $1,600, but could not get that. All he 
could obtain, so Mr. Beecher told him, was $500, 
and after several weeks of piety and re- 

ated threats of suing, none of which frightened 

he gamblers, Mr. Parisen accepted the offer. 
A check for 6 amount was given to Mr. 
Beecher and he turned all but $50 of that 
amount over to Mr. Parisen. The $50 he kept 
as hisfee. Mrs. Parisen said he wanted $100, 
but finally agreed to take the smaller sum. 
Neither he nor Mr. Comstock suggested the pro- 
priety of prosecuting the gamblers. : 

This was the story told by Mrs. Parisen, but 
District Attorney Ridgway had something to 
say. He produced acheck drawn by Mr. Beecher 
on the Broadway National Bank for $225 to the 
order of Mary Parisen. It was indorsed by that 
lady, and had been cashed, Ridgway said, by a 
friend of his, who sent it to him thinking it might 
beuseful. “This is a corroboration of Mrs. Pari- 
gen’s story,” said the District Attorney in a tone 
that signified satisfied revenge. “It is a very 
peouliar transaction, to say the least, It seems 
to me that these men, who prate so loudly 





about officials who do not suppress 
gambling, are strangely mixed up with 
gamblers. How isit that with such conclusive 


roof in their possession Comstock and Beecher 
th not go before the Grand Jury and indict this 
Draper? They are the officers of a society for 
the suppression of vice, and yet one recom- 
mends the other as a good attorney through 
whom to suppress a tale of woney lost at the 
gaming table. This attorney advises a settle- 
ment of the case for one-fifth of the victim’s 
loss, instead of taking the case into court and 
getting his client a verdict for the full amount. 
This could have been done, as any lawyer well 
knows. Why did not Mr. Beecher do it?” 

Mr. Ridgway will keep possession of the 
check, but refuses to give the name of the friend 
who gave it to him for its “usefulness.” Mrs. 
Parisen said last night that she was going to 
make an aftidavit to the facts in the case to-day 
and put it in the hands of Lawyer Baldwin F. 
Strauss. The lady did not dAnow why she was 

oing to adopt this course, and disclaimed any 
intestion of sept re action against Mr. Beecher. 
She had not heard of any lawsuitin the matter, 
and finally admitted that the idea of an affidavit 
from her had been suggested by a man from 
District Attorney Ridgway’s office. This man 
thought that this was a good chance of “ getting 
in” on Beecher and Comstock. 

Both Mr. Beecher and Mr. Comstock were in- 
terviewed in regard to the matter last night. 
Mr. Beecher said he had taken the Parisen case 
in the course of his professional business, It had 
rmoge hi do with the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, and Mr. Comstock’s name had not 
been mentioned.

DYNAMITE THREATENED. 


PREPARING FRESH OUTRAGES FOR THE 
QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 

There are many indications to those who 
can read below the surface of Irish “ politics” 
that the extreme Nationalists in this country 
are preparing for another series of dynamite 
outrages in England, and many signs point to 
the Queen’s jubilee as the time fixed upon for 
the beginning of the reign of terror. 

Some time ago a suspicious vessel was hover- 
ing off the coast of Ireland, said to have dyna- 
mite for delivery to the extreme faction in that 


country. She was so closely watched by the 
British, however, that she was unable to 
land her infernal engines, but it is 
now said that the dynamite was thrown 
overboard, and, in spite of English 
vigilance, was fished up and ug Te safely in 
the hands of those awaitingit. It is well known 
that a number of Scotland Yard detectives have 
been in this city and elsewhere in this country 
watching the dynamiters, and in all probability 
the English Government is well informed of the 
lots formed against it. With these plots the 

eagzue has nothing to do, and the peaceful Irish 
Nationalist repudiates the use of dynamite with 
horror; but that the extreme wing of the party 
is contemplating another terrible surprise for 
England there is not the least doubt. 

A wellinformed Irishman who has no sympa- 
thy with the objects of the dynamiters said to a 
TIMES reporter yesterday: 

“There is every reason to believe that the ex- 
treme Irish Nationalists contemplate another 
dynamite campaign in England, and that it will 
begin before many days. The Custom House 
authorities in Great Britain have all been 
warned to keep a strict look out for ‘mysterious 
packages,’ and this warning was given on ac- 
count of information sent from this side by the 
Scotland Yard detectives, and the information 
gained by those gentlemen wasin the main cor- 
rect. Since O'Donovan Rossa has been de- 
tached from the dynamitera a number of 
rich Irishmen have _ contributed liberally 
to the fund for organizing dynamite at- 
tacks. Their object is, as they express it, 
to celebrate the Queen’s jubilee in a manner be- 
coming Irish Nationalists. It is proposed to 
create a reign of terror during the celebration of 
the jubilee, and answer the Coercion bili at the 
same time. Rossa talked too much, and so long 
as he was identified with the plots of the ex- 
tremists, the Government always knew in ad- 
vance what was coming. Since his withdrawal, 
the organization has been controlled by men 
whose first and greatest care has been to keep 
their operations secret. 

“Some of the most violent of the members of 
the Clan-na-Gael have been induced to join in 
the work, and all the noisy and talkative ele- 
ment has been auietly got rid of. At a meeting 
up town recently, at which a relative of Sheri- 
dan, the ‘ Invincible,’ presided, it was announced 
by # well known member that ‘before months 
had passed away the thunder of Irish vengeance 
would resound around the world.’ Unusal 
activity has been a during the last 
month by many of the leading dynamiters, and 
it is known that letters have been received from 
the other side asking assistance to fight the Co- 
ercion bill by means of dynamite explosives. 
The regular Clan-na-Gael are opposed to violent 
measures, but a number of the members are not 
so conscientious, and will be found well to the 
front when the blow is struck.” 

A strong effort is being made to secure the re- 
lease of Dr. Thomas Gallagher, the Greenpoint 
physician, who is serving a life sentence for his 
alleged participation in the London explosions. 
Congressman Perry Belmont took with him to 
London petitions for the doctor’s pardon signed 
by Gov. Hill and several other Governors and 
many Senators and Congressmen. Dr. Gallagher 
is reported to be very il! in prison. 











BROOKLYN'S OFFICIALS. 
THE COMING REPORT OF THE BACON 
COMMITTEE. 


LBANY, May 3.—Col. Bacon had not re- 
turned to Albany this morning, and no session 
of his investigating committee was held in con- 
sequence. The committee’s report, which will 
probably be presented on Thursday, will recom- 
mend the impeachment of one or two officers in 
Kings County, and the removal and indictment 
of some others. District Attorney Ridgway will 
be one of those whose impeachment will be 
urged, on the ground that he has violated his 
oath by protecting criminals. Police Just- 


ice Waring of Coney Island ought to be 
removed, and also his boss, King John McKane, 
the committee think. Charles Cuoper should in 
some way be punished for his course in the 
electric light matters, while Chief Nevins has 
rencered himself liable to indictment for bribery 
and perjury in both Kings and New-York Count- 
ies, a part of his testimony having, it will be re- 
membered, been given in New-York City. The 
two Demo:ratic members of the committee will 
make a minority report dissenting from most, 
if not all, of these findings. 

A great deal, of interest is manifested here in 
the course of the committee for the remaining 
two days of its existence. Both oe 
Commissioner John A. Nichols and Silas B. 
Dutcher have expressed a willingness to appear 
and tell what they know of the curious story at- 
tributed to Franklin H. Skeele. Mr. Arnold 
somewhat expected to see them in Albany to- 
day, and appeared greatly grieved at their ab- 
sence. Word has been received that Mr. Nichols 
is very ill in New-Jersey. Improbable as the 
Skeele story may appear it seems to contain suf- 
ficient to warrant its investigation. A gentle- 
man who has means of knowing something 
about its first presentation to the committee 
says that it runs, in brief, as follows: 

Skeele met a number of gentlemen at the office 
of Robert Payne, in Court-street, Brooklyn, 
about the 17th of December, 1883. There were 
yh besides himself Charles H. Cooper, Silas 

. Dutcher, John A. Nichols, and W. W. Good- 
rich, who is one of the Bacon committee’s coun- 
sel. It was agreed then and there to raise be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000 with which to obtain 
an electric light franchise from the Aldermen. 
One version of Skeele’s story goes so far as to 
insist that the money was produced in the room 
on the occasion of the conference. To corrob- 
orate his story, Skeele points to the twenty-five- 
hundred-dollar check drawn by George H. Dun- 
ham and made payable to Charles H. Cooper. 
It would seem to be a very simple matter to 
take the testimony of W. W. Goodrich and as- 
certain whether from his standpoint Skeele is a 
liar as well as a fugitive. There is something 
underneath it all which requires explanation.

HOTEL MEN PROTESS&ING. 





THEIR PLAN OF ACTION UNDER THE 


EXCISE LAW. 

The movement to enforce the excise law 
in this city, coupled with the interpretation of 
the act by Corporation Counsel Lacombe, which 
was read to all the Police Captains by Super- 
intendent Murray yesterday, has aroused 
the hotel men of the metropolis to 
action. The New-York Hotel Keepers’ Asso- 
ciation, which embraces 51 hostelries, in- 
cluding all the prominent houses, will meet at 
the Grand Central Hotel this evening to discuss 
the situation and decide on a plan of action, but 


also to strike for a repeal of or amendment to 
the clause detrimental to their interests. 

‘““T have serious doubts,” said President 
Merrifield, of the Continental Hotel, last even- 
ing, *‘ about the serious enforcement of the letter 
of the law, because it must necessarily interfere 


with the prerogatives of citizenship. The law 
as it stands is unwise and _ injurious 
and it cannot be repealed or amended 


any too soon. The hotel men of New-York have 
no intention of disobeying the laws of the land, 
but there is no telling what they may do if some 
immediate action js not taken at Albany. I ex- 
pect the meeting to give emphatic expression 
to the sentiment among the hotel men.” 

One hotel man said: ‘“ The secret of Mayor 
Hoewitt’s attitude on this important question 
was to show the absurdity of the law by having 
it enforced in the hope that it would swing pub- 
lic sentiment around to the high license method 
of regulating the liquor business.” 

Another hotel man said he regarded the en- 
forcement of the law as a Puritanical persecu- 
tion, and advocated going to law with a test 
case. 

Secretary Garrison, of the Grand Union Hotel, 
who was instrumental in bringing about the or- 
ganization of the hotel keepers in 1878, has 
some decided views on the momentous issue. 
“‘ Our meeting,” he said, “ will decide ona plan 
of concerted action. I und from talks with 
members that there is little harmony at present, 
but when we get together and discuss the va- 
rious phases I guess there /will be common 
sense enough to mold something practical. It 
is also very likely that we shall draft an amend- 
ment to the bill for our purpose. The law as 
it stands is monstrous, absurd, iniquitous, and 
malignant. Anybody who examines it and con- 
siders its operations must concede that. It is 
about time we had a sensible excise law, and I 
am glad to know that the Board of Excise 
is codifying all the laws enacted with that 
end in view. I think we have influence sufficient 
to force the Legislature to act promptly in the 
present emergency. If necessary we will send a 
strong delegation to Albany, but I guess that 
will not be necessary, as we havesome good 
friends there. 

‘“*No member of the association will break the 
law asit stands, and I intend next Sunday to 
notify each patron that intoxicants will 


not be sold. If he orders a supply on 
Saturday, for delivery on Sunday, he 
must draw the corks himself. This is one 


plan for evading the law, and another suggested 
is the formationof clubs in the hotels. There 
are plenty of ways to get around the law, if any- 
body is so disposed. The association expects re- 
lief at Albany,and if it don’t get it a test case 
may be made.” 


THE FISHERY NEGOTIATIONS. 


OUTLINE OF THE OFFICIAL CORRE- 
SPONDENCE ON THE QUESTION. 

OTTAWA, May 3.--The fishery correspond- 
ence was laid before Parliament to-night. It 
forms a book of nearly 300 pages, and contains 
over 195 dispatches. The concluding portion 
indicates that the negotiations are now well 
under way for a settlement of the vexed 
question on a basis regarded here as 
anything but unfavorable to the United States. 
The most important dispatch bears date of Feb. 


26 last. It is a cablegram from Lord Lands- 
downe, Governor-General, to Sir Henry Holland, 
London, England, stating that the Canadian 
Government is prepared to accept the suggestion 
of the Imperial Government of reverting 
temporarily to the condition of things existing 
under the treaty of Washington, without at 
—— raising the question of indemnity. Lord 

ansdowne in a later dispatch reiterates his 
willingness to accept this proposition, stipulat- 
ing that a joint commission be appointed!to con- 
sider, define, and interpret the different clauses 
of the treaty of 1818. The Blue Book also con- 
tains a proposition of Secretary Bayard, through 
Minister Phelps, for an ad interim arrange- 
ment. Mr. Bayard among other things, pro- 
posed the adoption of the width of 10 
miles at the mouth as a proper definition of the 
bays from which Americans would be excluded; 
that American and British men-of-war patrol 
the fishing grounds during the season, and that 
the officers be jointly empowered to investi- 
gate the seizing of vessels, which he proposes, if 
found justified, to be finally adjudicated upon in 
the Vice Admiralty Court at Halifax. He is will-

Lord Lansdowne, in reply, under date of Jan. - 


7, states that the Canadian Government cannot 
entertain the proposition, and takes occasion to 
declare it impracticable, owing to the difficulty

= the enormous extent of the Canadian coast 
ine. 

Minister West,in a dispatch to Lord Lans- 
downe, draws the latter’s attention to the 
report to Congress, in which the terms “ bru- 
tally excludes” and “passionate spite” 
are used in connection with the Canadian 
Government and Canadian officials. The Biue 
Book also shows that instructions were issued to 
commanders of fishing cruisers on the 16th ult. 
by the Canadian Government. In this private 
circular the Government warns the commanders 
not to place armed guards on seized vessels un- 
less absolutely necessary; to act with courtesy 
and to render American fishermen legitimate as- 
sistance. The circular also authorizes com- 
manders to grant clearances, obviating the neces- 
sity of American fishing vessels reporting at the 
Custom House, and concludes with the state- 
ment that these instructions ere in no way to be 
construed as favoring a lax enforcement of the 
provisions of the law. 

Liberal members of Parliament say the nego- 
tiations have raached a stage which shows that 
Canada has backed down. Everything points to 
a lively debate in Parliament as a result of the 
proposition to revert to the Washington treaty. 
The opponents of the Government have taken 
the ground that Canada, in the event of the pro- 
posed arrangement being accepted, will simply 
sacrifice certain rights recognized by the Hali- 
fax Commission to be worth five millions and a 
half.

MURDER OR SUIOIDE? 





THE SINGULAR DEATH OF A CHICAGO 
RESTAURANT KEEPER. 
CuicaGco, May 3.—The body of Seth M. 
Murdough, manager of the Boston Oyster House, 
tumbled from the top of the five-story building 
at the southeast corner of Clark and Mad- 


ison streets a few minutes before 2 
o’clock this afternoon, struck a _ pro- 
jecting storm door, and bounded to the 


sidewalk at the feet of passers-by. There was a 
big bullet hole in the temple, and some doubt 
exists as to whether Murdough committed sui- 
cide or was murdered. He was 30 years old, 


well connected, and an accomplished young 
man, with hosta of friends. He had 
been manager of the house for some 


years and was noted for his good spirits. A 
month or two ago he married a beautiful young 
woman, to whom he was devotedly attached, 
and there is no reason to doubt that the feel- 
ing was reciprocated. He was at his post 
all the morning, and about 11:30 o'clock started 
to go up to the roof of the building, which is 
owned by Willoughby, Hill & Co. The Superin- 
tendent of the house met him on the stairs, and 
they passed some joking words. Murdough said 
he was going up to look after a ventilator which 
needed some attention. 

It was found on examination of Murdough’s 
body that the bullet wound in the temple had 
undoubtedly caused his death. His ankle was 


broken, and there was a cut on his head, 
but otherwise he did not seemto have suf- | 
fered much from the terrible fall. <A probe 


was passed into the bullet hole, but the ball was 

not found. There were no powder marks on 

Murdough’s face, as is usual when a bullet is 

fired at close range, nor was the skin burned.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


LITTLE CHANGE IN THE WAR. 


“We are getting our share of the busi- 
ness anyway.” That was what was said in all 
the Broadway railroad offices yesterday, and it 
was spoken very earnestly. Travel is increas- 
ing somewhat with the advent of warmer 
weather, and everybody declares that heis get- 
ting just as big a slice of the pie as he ever did 
in years when there was no commission war. 
The situation, as faras Eastern and Western 


roads are concerned, was the same yesterday as 
on Monday. The trunk line Commissioner’s 
oftice was notified that the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy’s tributaries would come with it into 
the trunk line agreement. Mostof the trunk 
lines have sent out notices to the effect that the 
Burlington Road is to join hands with the East- 
ern folks. The West Shore’s, which is a fair sam- 
ple of all, says: 

“Commencing May 5 the West Shore Railroad 
will resume sale of through tickets and checking of 
baggage to all points West and Southwest reached 
by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad. 
The ‘Burlington Route,’ which includes the Han- 
nibal and St. Joseph, Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Council Binffs, and Burlington and Missouri River 
Roads, has accepted the proposition of the trunk 
lines for interchange business. The sale of tickets 
will be resumed also to points on and reached via 
the Indianapolis, Bloomington and Western Rail- 
way, that line having also acceded to the trunk line 
proposition. The Northwestern and the Burlington 
are the only lines west of Chicago which have as yet 
accepted the interchange proposition.” 

That about summarizes the situation froma 
trunk line standpoint. 

Among the Western agents whose lines are 
still out of the agreement it is said that the 
New-York Central will stand by the Chicago and 
Northwestern in any case, because both roads 
have practically acommon ownership. West of 
Pittsburg the Pennsylvania is reputed to gaze 
with friendly eyes upon the St. Paul Road, be- 
cause both use a union station in Chicago. 
These considerations are declared by the Weat- 
ern men to have a great deal to do with the pres- 
ent situation. 

To-day’s meeting of the Trunk Line Passenger 
Agents at Commissioner Fink’s office will be 
important. It will consider questions of differ- 
entials and perhaps commissions, and it will 
take up recommendations. of the local agents 
about details of the business. 

In a dispatch from Philadelphia the passenger 
officers of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
defend its action in prohibiting the sale of 
tickets to scalpers and others by stating that the 
other trunk lines had agreed to take similar 
action, and intimate that the discovery of the 
action taken by the Pennsylvania was made so 

romptly because it is the most desirable route 
West. The General Passenger Agent of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
confirmed the statement that the trunk lines had 
agreed to take concurrent action, and asserted 
that the agreement was put into effect by all the 
Ifhes without unreasonable delay. He admitted 
that the policy of the Pennsylvania had been un- 
justly criticised in some quarters, but objected 
to the advertising feature of the statement tele- 
graphed from Philadelphia for the reason that 
the trunk line statistics will not bear out such 
an assertion. 
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MET BY AN INJUNCTION. 

Troy, N. Y., May 3.—The Fitchburg Rail- 
road Company was to take possession to-day of 
the Troy and Boston Road. A large crowd met 
at the Union Station here this morning to greet 
the train that was to bring the Fitchburg officers 
to Troy. They were expected at 10:15 o’clock, 
but it was nearly an hour later when they ar- 


rived. As President Phillips, of the Fitchburg 
Road, stepped from the car and began to look 
about a young man approached him and, fish- 
ing out of the depths of his ample inside poeket 
a formidable-looking legal document, handed it 
to Mr. Phillips. The latter looked at 1t ashe 
passed along through the station. The paper was 
an injunction issued yesterday afternoon by Jus- 
tice Mayham, and it restrained the officers of 
the Fitchburg ana ‘lroy and Boston Roads 
from proceeding further with the work of con- 





solidating the two roads until the further order’

and Boston. 

The injunction was obtained on motion of 
Messrs. Masten & Nichols, of 146 Broadway, 
New-York, who represent Walter P. Tillman, of 
this city. The title of the action is Walter P. 
Tillman against the Troy and Boston Railroad, 
the Fitchburg Railroad, and the officers of each, 
and Frederick Cook, Secretary of State. The 
legal documents recite that the owners of Troy 
and Boston stock have entered into a fraudulent 
agreement to consolidate the road with the 
Fitchburg, to the detriment of the holders of the 
7 per cent. consolidated bonds of the Troy and 
Boston Company. Also, that the stockholders 
have attempted to coerce the holders of the 
bonds to exchange them for Fitchburg 4 per 
cent. bonds, to accept par and interest for them. 
The court is asked to declare the agreement 
fraudulent and void, and to setit aside and can- 
cel it on those grounds. Aninjunction is asked 
restraining the companies forever from perfect- 
ing and carrying into effect the agreement. 

C, E. Patterson applied to-day to the General 
Term for an order directing the Secretary of 
State to show cause why he shonid not be re- 
strained from filing in his office the consolidation 
of the companies and from making a certified 
copy of the papers. Tho order was granted. 

Under the order of the court all proceedings of 
the consolidation are stopped, but that does not 
prevent the Fitchburg Company from going 
right ahead and carrying out its plans, for it has 
control and possession of the property. When 
the legal proceedings are ended the Fitchburg 
Company will put down three miles of track 
from Reynolds Station to Schaghticoke, to con- 
nect with the Schuylerville Division of the Bos- 
ton, Hoosac Tunnel and Western Road, This 
will give the Fitchburg Road a continuous route 
from Troy to Saratoga Springs several miles 
shorter than the Rensselaer and Saratoga Di- 
vision of the Delaware and Hudson Company. 


TO SUPPLANT STOVES:

The Commissioners of Indian Affairs met at 67 
Wooster-street yesterday, and opened bids for sup- 
plying the Indian tribes with clothing, hardware,
